raoh King of Egypt was wroth with 
his principall Butler and Baker,and 
they were committed to the priſon 
where Foſeph was;and they dream- 
ed dreams both of them one night. 
Foſeph coming unto them in the 
morning , they were fad : and he 
{aid unto them, Wheretore looke 
you {oſadly 2 and they told him 
their dreames, the which he inter 
prered,; that the Butler within three 
dayes ſhould be releaſed and in 
King Pharaohs favour, and deliver 
the cup into his hand as he former:

then Foſeph openea all the ſtore- 
houſes, and ſold unto the Egypri- 
ans: and all Countries came into 
Egypt to Foſephtor to buy corne, 
becauſe the famine was lo fore in 
all lands.

was corne inthe land of Egypt, he

-may live and nor die: and Foſephs 
ten brethren went downe tro buy 
corne in Egypt, but Bexjamy ſtaid 
at home with 7acob : and the ſonnes 
of 1ſrael came into Egypt unto Fo- 
ſeph who ſold the corne and bow- 
ed downe themſelves before him 
with their faces to the earth: and 
Foſeph knew them to be his bre-

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thren, but made himlſelfe ſtrang 
unto them, and ſpake roughly unt 
them : and he ſaid unto then 
Whence come ye: they ſaid, Fror 
the land of Canaan to buy food 
then ſaid Foſeph unto them, Y:

us, ſaying, Ye ſhall not ſee my face 
except your brother be with you z 
and 1/rael ſaid, Wherefore dealt 
you fo ill with me, as to tell rhe 
man that you had another brother? 
And they ſaid, The man did aske us 
ſtraight of our ſtate and kindred : 
and Fudah ſaid unto 1jraet his fa- 
ther,Send the young man with me, 
and we will ariſe and go, that we 
may live and nor die for want of 
tood, both we and thou, and alſo 
our little ones ;, and I will be ſurety 
for him ; of my hand ſhalt thou re- 
quire him: if I bring him nor to 
thee, then let me beare the blame 
tor ever : and then father 1ſ-ael ſaid 
/ unto them, If it muſt be {o, Now 
then doe this; Take of the beſt 
fruit ofthe land in your veſſels, and

And they took thar preſent, ant 
Benjamin , and went downe to E 
pt, and ſtood before Foſeph - and 
BN Foſeph ſaw ES Will 
them. he ſaid ro the Ruler of hi 
houſe, Bring theſe men home, kil 
proviſion and make ready, forthe) 
ſhall dine with me: and they wet 
brought thither, but were afraidb) 
reaſon of rhe money they carrie 
back intheir ſacks: and they com 
muned with the Steward, and toll 
him of it: and he ſaid, Peace be ti 
you, feare nor, your God, and I”

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God of your farhers harh given 
you treaſure in your ſacks: I had 
YOUr MONEy : and he brought $t- 
70x unto them: and he bringing 
them into Foſephs houſe, gavethem 
water to waſh their feet, and he 
gayetheir Aﬀes provender. 

And when Foſeph came home 
they brought him the preſent, bow- 
ing themſelves to himto the earth : 
and he asked them of their welfare, 
and ſaid, Is your father well, rhe 
old man of & b9w you ſpake; is he 
yetalive: and they anſwered, Thy 
ſervant our father 's in good health, 
he 15 yet alive : and they bowed 
downe their heads and made obei- 
lance; and he lift up his eyes and 
{aw his brother Beajamin his mo- 
thers ſonne, and ſaid. Is this your 
younger brother of whom you 
{pake unto me ? they ſaid, Yes : and 
he ſaid, God be gracious to thee 
my {onne. 


And Foſeph made haſte, for his 
bowels did verne upon his brother, 
and 
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and he ſought where to weepe ; and 
he centered into his chamber and 
wept there; after he waſhed his 
face and came out, and refrained 
himfelfe ; and ſaid, ſet on bread: 
and they ſet on for him by him- 
{elfe, and forthem by themſelves, 
and the Egyptians that did eat with 
him by themſelves ; becauſe the 
Egyptians might not eate bread 
with the Hebrews : and they fate 
in order according to their age, and 
they ſent meſſes unto them from 
betore Foſeph , but Benjamins meſle 
was five times as much as any of 
theirs : and they dranke and were 
metry with him. 


And Foſeph commanded his ſer- 


vants to fill their ſacks with food; 


and to put in every fack their mo- 
ney ; and to put a cup of filverin 
the ſack of the youngeſt with his 
corne money, and betimes in the 
morning they were ſent away, they 
and their Aﬀes. And when they 
were gone a little way, Joſeph ſaid 

into 
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1nto his Steward, Follow after the 
men. and when thou doſt overtake 
them, ſay unto them, Wherefore 
have ye rewarded evill for good * 
and he overtooke them, and he 
fpake unto them as he was bidden, 
and they ſaid unto him, Wherefore 
ſaith my Lord theſe words « God 
forbid «£6 thy ſervants ſhould doe 
according to this thing. Behold, 
the money which we found in our 
ſacks mouthes we brought againe 
unto thee out of the land of Cana- 
an: how then ſhould we ſteale out 
otthy Lords houſe, ſilver or gold 2 
with whomſoever of thy ſervants 
it be found, both let him dye, and 
we alſo will be my Lords bond- 
men. Then they ſpeedily rooke 
downetheir ſacks, and opencd eve- 
ry man his ſack, and he ſearched, 
beginning at the eldeft, and left ar 
the youngeſt ; and the Cup was 
tound in Benjamins ſack: then they 
rent their clothes, and laded every 
man his Afe, and returned ro the 
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And Judah and his brethren 
came to FJoſephs houſe, and they 
fell before him tothe ground : then 
Foſeph (aid unto them, What deed. 
15this that ye have done © wor ye 
not that I can divine ? and Fudd) 
ſaid, Whar ſhall we fay unto my 
Lord, what ſhall we ſpeake or 
how ſhall we 'cleare our ſelves - 
God hath found out the iniquity 
of thy ſervants: Behold , we arc 
my Lords ſervants, both we and ke 
alſo with whom the Cup is found. 
and he faid, :God forbid I ſhould 
doe ſo: butthe man in whoſe hand 
the cup is found, he ſhall be my ſer- 
vant; and as for you, get you up 
unto your father : then F#dah came 
neare unto him, and ſaid, O my 
Lord, let thy ſervant I pray thee, 
ipeake a word in my Lords cares, 
and let not thine anger burn againſt 
thy ſervant ; for thou art even as 
Pharaoh - and Fudah ſaid , our fa- 
ther was loath to part with Benj«- 
7m, laying unto us, Ye know that 

my 
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my wife bare me two ſonnes , the 
one is dead, and ſurely he is torne 
in pieces for I ſaw him not ſince; 
= if ye take this alſo from me, 
and miſchiefe befall him, ye ſhall 
bring downe my gray haires with 
ſorrow to my grave : Now there- 
fore when I come to thy ſervant 
my father, and the young man our 
brother be not with us: ſeeing thar 
his life is bound up in the youths 
life, that he will dye; for thy fer- 
vant became ſurety for the young 
man unto my father, ſaying, If I 
bring him not unto-rhee, then 1 
ſhall beare the blame ro my father 
tor ever. Now therefore I pray 
thee,let thy ſervant abide in ſtead of 
Benjamia a bondman to my Lord : 
and letthe young man goc up with 
his brethren: for how ſhall Igoe 
up to my father and this Benjamin 
be not with me, leſt peradventure I 
ſee theevill thar ſhall comero my 
farher. 

Then Foſeph could not refraine 
himſelfe 
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himſelfe before all them that Rood 
by him: and he cryed, Cauſe eye.

dive ſtood no man with him while 
he made himſelfe knowne to his 
brethren, and he wept aloud ; and 
he ſaid unto his brethren, Iam Fo-

fore you to preſerve you a poſte 
rity upon earth , and to fave you!

was not you that ſent me hither, 
but God, he h2th made me fathe! 
tO King Pharaoh, and a Ruler in 
Egypt: Haſte you and goe up 19

rome and thou ſhalt dwell inthe 
land of Goſhen, thou and thy chil- 
dren, and thy childrens children, 
and thy flocks, and thy herds, and 
all chart thou haſte.

BD, did increaſe exceed- 
ingly in Egypt, and 
grew very mighty :

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Now after this Pharaoh died, and 
the children of Iſrael were excecd- 
ingly grieved by reaſon of their 

reat bondage; and they cryed un- 
tothe Lord. who heard them, and 
remembred his covenant with £A- 
braham, Iſaac, and Facob.* 

Now Moſes keeping the flock Exod.z? 
of his father in law , and leading 
them to the back ſide of the de- 
ſert, he came to Horeb the moun- 
taine of God : where appeared un- 
to him an Angel of the Lordina 
flame of fire in the middle of a 
buſh : and Moſes turned towards it, 
to ſee why the buſh was not burn :

ro paſſe that ar midnight the Lord 
{more all the firſt-borne of Egypt ; 
and Pharaoh role up in the night, 
and all che Egyptians, and there 
was a great cry : then the children 
of Iſrael, according as they were 
commanded,deparced, taking their 
dough before it was levened, and 
the kneading troughes upon their 
ſhoulders, with great ſtore of Jew- 
els they had from the Egyptians. 
And they journied rowards Swc- 
coth , being 1n number abour fix 
hundred thouſand on foor, beſides 
children: after they had beene in 
E2ypt foure hundred and thirty 
YEares. 

Bur they went not the neareſt 
way by the land of the Philiſtines : 
but abour rhrough the wilderneſle 
of the Red Sea. 

And Moſes took the bones of FJo- 


ſeph along with him: and they 


came from Succethin Ethem in the

encamped : and the Lord went he. 
fore them by day in a pillar of a 
cloud ; and by night in a pillar of 
fire. 

And when King Pharaoh heard 
they were gone, he made ready fix 
l\undred choſen Chariots, & all the 
Chariots of Egypt and Captains 
over them, and a great army, and 
the children of Tirael coming neare 
the Red Sea, the Egyptians over- 
rooke them : and they were afraid, 
and cryed unto the Lord, and did 
murmur againſt Moſes exceedingly: 
thinking it better to have ſtaid in 
Egypt: but Moſes comforted them: 
then the Lord commanded them 
ro march, and Moſes ro lift up his 
Rod, and to ſtretch out his hand 0- 
verthe Sca, and the Angel, andthe 
pillar of the Cloud which went be- 
fore, removed and ſtood behinde 
them : and the Lord cauſed the Sea 
to go back by a ſtrong Eaſt winde, 


. O 
and it was dry land, and the waters 


were divided, and the children of 
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Iſrael went into the middeſt of it 
upon the dry oround, and the wa- 
ters were aS 2 wal on every {ide:and 
the Egyptians followed them : Du 
by Gods will, when they were 1n 
the middle of the water their Cha- 
riot wheels fell off : in the morning 
when all Ifracl was over, Moſes 
fretched forth his hand and rhe 
waters'cloſed up, and Pharaoh and 
all his Army were drowned: and 
when Ifrael ſaw this great worke 
chey feared the Lord, and beleeved 
him, and his ſervant Moſes : and 
Aoſes and the children of Ifracl 
{ang praiſes unto the Lord. 

After which Moſes brought the 
children of Iſrael three dayes into 
the wilderneſle and found no wa- 
ter; and when they came to Marah 
the water was bitter, and the peo- 
ple murmured againft Moſes : and 
hee prayed unto the Lord, and 
the Lord ſhewed him a tree the 
which he caſt into the water and 
they were made ſweet, And then 

F:3 they 
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they came to Elim, where were 
twelve wells of water, and ſeventy 
Palmetrees, and there incamped: 
from thence they came to the wil- 
dernefle of Sin, which is betweene 
Elim and Sinai, being the fifteenth 
day ofthe ſecond monerh, there the 
people of Iſrael did murmur at 
Moſes and Aaroz : repenting they 
came fromthe fleſh pots of Egypt, 
then Moſes and Aaron ſaid unto 
them, At even ye ſhall know rhat 
the Lord hath brought you out 
from the land of Egypt; and what 
are we that ye murmur thus a- 
gainſt us ? 

And as Aaroz was ſpeaking to 
them , they looking towards the 


wildernefle, the glory of the Lord 


did appeare in the cloud : and it 


came to paſſe that in the evening 
the Quailes came up and covered 
the Campe, and inthe morning the 
dew lay round about the hoſt: 
And after the dew was got, 


there lay a ſmall round thing ” 
the 
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the froſt of the ground, and they 
{2id one to anorher. It 15s Manna. 
And Moſes faid unto them, Fhis 15 
the bread the Lord hath given you 
ro cat, gather thereof: and he that 
gathered much had nothing over, 
and hethar garhercd little had no 
Want. 
'. Moſes commanded them to leave 
none untill che morning: bur ſome 
of them did not hearken ro him. 
bur kept of it till morning and it 
bred wormes and ſtanke : and this 
M1nna was nor to be found upon 
the ſcventh day. 

Itraſted like waters made with 
hony. 

And Moſes ſpake unto Aaroz to 
kcep 1n a pot an. Omer full of ir 
therein, and lay it before the Lord 
to be kepr for their generations. So 
Aaron laid it up before the Teſti- 
mony to be kept: the children of 
Uracl did eat Manna fourty years, 


untill they came to the borders of 
Canaan. 
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And the children of Iſrael jour. 
nicd from Sin, and came to Rephi- 
dim , and there was no Water tg 
drinke : wherefore the people did 
chide with Moſes, and murmured a- | 
cainſt him. 

And Moſes cric4 unto the Lord, 
ſaying, What ſhall T doe with this 
people 2 they be almoſt ready to 
ſtone me : and the Lord command- 
ed him to call the Elders of Iftael 
and goe to the Rock in Horeb ; and 
{mite the Rock, and there ſhall 
come water out of it for the people 
co drink: and Moſes did fo in the 
fight of the Elders of Iſrael. 

Then Amalek came to fight with 
Iſrael, and Moſes bade Foſhna goe 
and meet them with a choſen com- 
pany ; and Foſhaa did ſo,and fought ' 
with him: and Aoſes ſtood upon 
an hill with Aaron and Hur.and had | 
his Rod in his hand, and in the 
hghr whiles he held up his hand the 
men of Iſrac! prevailed, but when 
ne Ict it downe CAmalek prevailed. 

But 
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Bur Moſes hands being heavy they 
rook a ſtone and prt it under him, 
and he fate thereon, and Aaron 
and Hur ſtaid up his hands of each 
fide; and they were ſteady untill 


the going down of the Sunne: and | 


Foſhua diſcomfited Amalek. There 
Moſes built an Altar and called it 
Foſhua N'{(s. 

And Fethrs father in law to Mo- 
ſes, his wite with his two ſonnes, 
came unto Moſes into the wilder- 
nefle, where he encamped at the 
mount of God, where they recet- 
ved one another with great love: 
Moſes telling him of all whar God 
had done for Iſrael, by delivering 
them from the hands of Pharaoh : 
and Fethro ſacrificed to the Lord, 
and bleſſed the Lord God of Iſrael : 
and Aaroy came, and all the Elders 
ot Iſrael to cate bread with Ferhro : 
bur Fethro ſeeing Moſes fit in judge- 
ment amongſt the people from 
morning to evening : he perſwaded 
Moſes to rake ſome helpers, and not 
ro 
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ro weare himſelte out: which coyg. 
ſell he followed ; onely when my. 
rers of great difficulty came to he 
heard, Xoſes heard them : and Fe. 
thro departed from Moſes and wen: 
into his owne land. | 
Atter this the children of Tf: 
removed, and came to the deſar of 
Sinai, and cencamped before the 
mount : and <Iofes went upunto 
God, who ſpake unto him, and 
bad him tell the ſonnes of Face 
what he had done for them ; andif 
they ſerved him, he would con- 
tinue his mercies exceedingly unto 
them : and <Iofes told the people 
whar the Lord (aid, and all rhe peo- 
ple anſwered together : We will o- 
bey the Lord. And <Aoſes return- 
edthe words of the people untothe 
Lord: then he commanded him to 
fanCtific the people unto the Lord, 
and to be ready againſt the third 
day, forthen he would come down 
inrhe fight of all the people upon 
mount Sinai : but commande 
bounds 
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Dounds to be {et about the moun- 
caine, that the people ſhould not 
come upon the Mount, nor touch 
the borders of it leſt they be de- 
ſtroyed ; onely Moſes and- «_Aaror 
were tO g0c up : and 7 W” {anCti- 
fied the pcople, and bid them be 
ready the third day ; and that day 
in the morning was thundering and 
lightning, and a thick cloud upon 
the mount, and the voice of the 
trumpet exceeding loud, fo that all 
the people trembled. 

And Moſes brought forth the 
people ro meet with God, and they 
ſtood at the botrome of it : and the 
mountaine was altogether on a 
{moke, for the Lord deſcended up- 
onitinfire: and the whole mount 
quaked greatly : and the Lord cal- 
led Moſes unto him to the top of 
the mount : and the Lord ſaid unto 
Moſes, Goe downe, charge the peo + 
ple, leſt they breake thorough to 
£42e, and periſh: ſo Moſes did as 
the Lord commanded : and then 
God 
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God commanded Moſes and Aargy 
to come up : then was delivereg 
uno them by word from God, the 
Ten Commandements.

fraid of the thundrings, lightnings, ' 


and ſound of trumpet ; and ſmo- 
king of the mountaine, they remo- 
ved and ſtood afarre off: and they 
ſaid unto Moſes, Speake thou un- 
ro us, and we will heare : bur le 
not God ſpeake with us leſt we die, 
And Meſes {aid unto the people, 


Feare not,for God is come to prove 


yot, and that his feare may be be- 
fore your faces, that ye ſinnenot: 
and the people ſtood afarre off, and 
Moſes drew neare unto the thick 
darkneſle where God was. and 


there the Lord raught unto Moſes 


his lawes and ordinances to deli- 

_ Vertothepeople. 
TIxod.:4 Afﬀterthis the Lord commanded 
Moſes, with Aaron, Nadab and A- 
bas. and ſeventy Elders of Iſrael 


to comeup, who were command 
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ed ro worſhip a farre off; and Mo- 
ſes above came nearc the Lord. 

And returning from the Lord, 
Moſes wrote all the words ot the 
Lord, and roſe up early in the 
morning, and built an Altar under 
the hill, and rwelve pillars accor- 
ding to the twelve Tribes of Iſrael. 

And he ſent young men of the 
children of Iſrael , which offered 
burnt offerings, and facrificed 
peace offerings of oxen unto the 
Lord : and the Lord again faidun- 
ro Moſes, Come up to me into the 
mount and I will give thee Tables 
of ſtone, and the Law and Com- 
mandements which I have written 
that thou mayeſt reach them : and 
Moſes with Foſhua his miniſter went 
up tothe mount of God ; and ſaid 
uncothe Elders, Tarry ye here for 
us, untill we returne : Aaron and 
Hur are with you : If any man have 
any matters to doe. let him come 
unto them. 


Theſes went up anto the mount 


and 
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and a cloud covered it : and the 
olory of the Lord abode upgy 
mount Sinai : and the cloud coyex. 
ed it fix dayes, and the ſeventh day 
he called vato Moſes out of the 
middeſt of the cloud, and the fight 
of the glory of the Lord was like: 
deyouring fire on the top of rhe 
mount, in the cyes of all rhe chil- 
dren of Iſrael. 

And Moſes was in the mount 
fourty dayes, and fourty nights. 

And after his returne, he by 
Gods appointment, {er downe 
Lawes, and Ordinances, and Ce 
remonies, for the people of Ifrae 
to keepe. 

Exod.zz. Now whileſt Moſes was in the 
mount, the people gathered them 
ſelves togerher to Azroz, and ſaid, 
Make us gods to goe before us : fot 
as for this Moſes that brought 
on of Egypt, we wor nor what's 
become of him : and Aaron t0 
pleaſe them, bade them breake 0 
tacir eare-rings, which they did, 
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and ofthem did make a Calfe, and 
did worſhip it : and the people fare 
downe to cate and to drinke, and 
roſe up to play. 

Aba he Ir {aid unto Moſes, 
Goe, get thee downe, for the peo- 
ple thou broughteſt out of Egypt 
have corrupted themſelves, and arc 
quickly turned ahide , our of the 
way which I commended: they 
are a ſtiffe-necked people, and the 
Lords wrath was growing hot a- 
gainſt them to conſume them. But 
Moſes beſought the Lord his God 
to ſpare this people, whom he had 
brought our of the land of Egypr 
with ſuch power and might : and 
to be mercifull unto rhem for A- 
braham Iſaac and Facobs ſake: and 
the Lord heard the prayers of Mo- 
ſes for them. 
| And Moſes coming downe from 
the mount with the two Tables of 
the Law, the worke and writings 
of God: Foſhuah hearing the noiſe 
ot the people as they thoured, he 

{aid 
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ſaid unto Moſes, There is a noiſe 
of warre in the Campe : but Moſes 
{aid, No,it is the noiſe of them thar 
fing: and as hee came neare the 


Campe he ſaw the Calte and the | 
dancing, and Moſes anger waxed ' 


hot; and he caſtthe Tables out of 
his hands and brake them beneath 
the mount : and he took the Calke 
which they had made, and burnt i 
inthe fire, and ground it to pow- 
der, and ſtrewed it upon the water, 
and made the children of [ſrael 
drinke of it. 


And Moſes faid unto Aaron, 


Whart did this people unto thee 
that thou haſt brought ſo great a 
{inne upon them 2 and Aaron an- 
ſwered, Let not the anger of my 


lord waxe hott, thou knoweſt the ' 


people thar they are ſet on mil- 
chicke. 


Then Moſes ſtood in the gate? | 


the Campe, and faid, Who is 0" 


the Lords {ide © and got in andout | 
trom gate ro gate thorough the 
- Camp*e, - 
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Campe, and ſlay every man his 
brother, and every man his com- 
panion, and every man his neigh- 
Dour : and the children of Levz 
who were conſecrated, did accor- 
ding ro the word of Moſes : and 
there fell of the people that day a- 
bout three thouſand men. 

And on the morrow Moſes ſaid 
unto the people, You have finned 
a great finne, and now I will goc 
ap unto the Lord, peradventure I 
thall make an atronement for your 
{1nne : and Moſes went up and pray- 
ed for the people: and the Lord 
commanded Moſes ro leade rhe 
people forth, and ſent his Angel 
with him. 

Then Mofes rooke the Taber- 
nacle and pitched it withour the 
Campe a farre off, and every one 
that ſought the Lord went out un- 
tothe Tabernacle: and when Mo- 
ſes went unto the Tabernacle. the 
people roſe up, and ſtood ar their 
tent doores looking after Moſes un- 
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till he went into. the Tabernacle, 
and the TIoQay pillar deſcended 
and m—_ at the doore of the Ta 
bernacle W kiles the Lord talked 
with woes; then every man roſe 
ap and. w orfhipped in his tent | 

- doore. 

” The 1 ord commanded Mofes to

Arke ofthe Covenant, which be- 
ing finiſhed Moſes reared up, and 
purthe Teſtimony into the Arke, 
and put the Mercy-ſcat above upon 
the Arke, and he ſer a L aver be- 
rweene the Tent of the Congre- 
oation and the Altar: and CWoſes 
and Aaroz, and his {onnes waſhed 
their hands and their feete rhereat, 
when they came neare the Alrar, 
and the glory of the Lord filled the 
Tabernacle, and rhe cloud of the ,. 
Lord was uponthe Tabernacle by 
day, and fire by nighr in the ſighr 
of Iſrael chorowour all their jour- 
nies. 

Then «Moſes conlecrated Aaron Levit8. 
and his ſonnes , and girded them 
with girdles, clothed them with 
robes, and put the Ephod upon 
them; and the Breſt-plate of Urim 
andthe Thummim : and put upon 
Aarons head the Mitrc'and the holy 
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Crowne as the 1 ord commanded 
Moſes : and then ſacrificed unto the 
] ord. 

And theTI ora commanded 44. 
yoa and his fonnes not to drinke 
wine nor ſtrong drinke when they 
{hall come into the Tabernacle. 

In the wildernefle of mount Si- 
nai, in the Tabernacle the Lord 
commanded <AMoſes to take the 
number of the children of Iſrzel: 
their males by name, every one by 
the poll. trom twenty yeares and 
upward , fit for warre : and the 
whole number was fix hundred 
and three thouſand five hundred 
and fifty, befides the tribe of Lev. 
who were appointed over the Ta- 
bernacle of the Teſtimony, to bear 
the Tabernacle and the veſlels 
thereof to miniſter unto it, and en- 
campeabour it. 

And <Moſes and Aaron did en- 
campe before the Tabernacle to- | 
wards the Eaſt : and Moſes num- | 
bredall the firſt borne among rhe 
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children of Iſrael ; the males from 
2 moneth old and upward,and they 
were twenty two thouſand two 
hundred threeſcorc and thirteene. 

And the Lord commzn?ed Mo- 
ſes ro make two ſilver Trampets to 
call the people together , and for 
their marches. 

And the cloud being by God ra- 
ken up from of the Tabernacle of 
the Teſtimony, the children of I{- 
r2el tooke their journeys our of the 
wilderneſle of Sinai, and the cloud 
reſted in the wilderneſle of Paran, 
the Tribe of Fadah marching firſt 
with their Standard:and after them 
the Tribes in order. 13 +: 

And they departed from the 
mount of the Lord three dayes 
journey, and the Arke of the Co- 
venant of the Lord went before 
them to ſearch our a reſting place 
for them : and when the Arke went 
forward then Moſes ſaid, Riſe up, 
O Lord, and let thine enemies be 
(cattered., and ler them that hatc 
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thee flee before thee : and when ir 
reſted he {aid, Returne, O Lord, 
unto the many thouſands of Iſrael. 

After this the children of Ifrae 
did murmur and long after the fleſh | 
pots of Egypt. 

And Moſes heard the people 
weepe every man in the doore of 
his tent, andthe anger of the Lord 
was greatly kinaled ; and Moſes was 
much grieved, by reaſon of the 
great burthen that was upon him, 
of ſogreat a people. 

Fhen the Lord commanded {c- 
venry of the Elders of Iſrael toal- 
fift him, upon whom was the Spi- 
rit of the Lord, and the people ſtill 
murmuring': and Moſes with the 
Elders came into the Campe, and 
thexe went forth a winde fromthe 
Lord which brought Quailes from 
the.Sea, Which fell þy. the Campt 
in very gicat plenty, and the peopK 
gathered abundangly of them: and 
wiutes the fleth was berweene thell 
tecth. the wrath of | the Loxd Was 

kindlc 
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kindled againſt them , and {mote 
them with a great plague. | 

And it came to paſle that M714m 
and Aaron ſpake againſt Moſes, be- 
cauſe he married an Ethiopianewo- 
man, and the anger of the Lord 
was againſt them ; and M15riam be- 
came eprous. De, 
Then Aaros laid unto Moſes, A- 
las, my lord, I beteech thee Ify not 
the finne upon us wherein we have 
done fooliſhly. And Moſes cryed 
unto the Lord. Then A77am was 
ſent our of the Campe 7. dayes, the 
people journeying not, but after 
that time ſhe returning, the Campe 
removed and pitched inthe wilder- 
nefle of Paran. 

Then the Lord commanded x. 
Moſes to lend forth of every tribe 
one to ſearch the land of Canaan, 
and ro know the ſtrength and plen- 
ty thereof; and they coming to the 
brook of Eſhcoll cut off a cluſter of 
grapes, and they brought ir upon a 
ſtafke by two men; with ſore 
G 4. POme- 
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pomegarnetrs and fgges, and did 
give relation of theland : and ſome 
of them ſpake very doubttull of the 
land, and put the people in feare, 
Inſomuch as the Congregation 
wept and murmured againſt Moſes * 
and Aaron, and wiſhed they had 
died in the land of Egypt, or in the 
wildernefle, and deſired to returne 
into Egypt: then Moſes and Aaron 
fell on heir faces betore all the Af: 
ſembly of the Congregation of 
Iſracl; and Foſhus and Caleb who 
had ſearched the land, rent thei 
clothes, and commended the land 
exceedingly to the pcople, and ad- 
viſed them not to rebell againſt the 
Lord. But they bade ſtone them 
with ſtones, and the wrath of the 
Lord was kindled againſt them: |

And Moſes was much troubled, | 
and ſaid unto Korah, Be thou and 
all thy company before the Lord | 


with Aaron to morrow, and bring 
eacl! 
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each of you your Cenſer, putting 
Incenſe therein: and they did fo, 

atting fire in them, and ſtoodin 
the doore of the Tabcrnacle of the 
congregation with Moſes and *4a- 
ron; and the glory of the Lord ap- 
peared unto them: and the Lord 
ſpake unto Moſes and Aaron, lay- 
ing, Separate your ſelves from a- 
mong this congregation that I may 
conſume them in a moment. And 
they fell upon their faces, and ſaid, 
O God, of the ſpirits of all fleſh, 
ſhall one man fin, and wilt thou be 
wroth with all the congregation © 
And God commanded Moſes to 
bring the people from the Taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan and Abi- 
ram, and he did ſo. Andall the El- 
ders of Iſrael followed him : and hz 
ipake nnto them, ſaying, Depart [ 
pray you from the tents of rhcie 
wicked men, and touch nothing of

And they departed and food 
inthe doores of their Tents, their

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wives and their children: and a4. 
ſes aid, Hereby ye ſhall know tha 
the { ord hath ſent me to doe al! 
thoſe workes, for I have not done 
them of my owne minde ; if theſe 
men die the common death of all 
men, or it they be viſited after the 
viſitation of all men, then the Lord 
hath not ſent me : bur if the Lord 
make a new thing, and the earth 0- 
pen her mouth and ſwallow them 
up, with all that appertaine to 
them, and they goe downe quicke 
fro the pit , then ſhall ye under- 
ſtand that theſe men have provo- 


ked rhe ! ord. 


And it came to paſle as he had 


made an end of ſpeaking all theſe 
words, that the ground clave aſun- 
der that was under them, and ſwal- 
lowed them up, their houſes and 
their goods : and the earth cloſed 
upon them, and they periſhed from 
among the congregation; and there 
came a fire out from the Lord, and 
conſumed the two hundred and 
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fifry men that offered incenſe, and 
as God commanded, Elecaer the 
ſonne of Aaron tooke the cenlers 
our ofthe fire, and made of them 
broad plates to coverthe Altar, be- 
cauſe they were formerly hallow- 
ed: and to be a memorill to all 
the children of Iſrael, chat no ſtran- 
ger which is not ofthe feed of A44- 
r03 Come neare to offer incenſe be- 
fore the Lord, that he be not as 
Korah and as his company. 

But on the morrow after this 
great judgement fell upon Korah, 
the congregation murmured a- 
gainſt Hoſes and Aaron, laying, 
They had killed the people of the 


Lord. And they being gathered 


together, Moſes and Aaron looked 
rowards the Tabernacle, and the 
cloud covered it, and the glory of 
the Lord appeared. And Moſes 
and Aaron came before the Taber- 
nacle of the congregation : and the 
Lord ſpake unto Hoſes laying,

in 2 moment ; and they fell upon 
their faces, and <Atoſes bade Ay 
to take a Cenſer,and pur fire there- 
in from of che Altar, and pur onin- | 
cenſe and go quickly untothe con- ' 
gregation,and make an attonement 
for them, for that wrath was gone 
ourfromrhe Lord, and the plague 
was begun : and Aaroz did as MHo- 
fes commanded, and ran into the 
middeit of the congregation, bur 
the plague was begun among the 
people; and then he pur on incenſe 
and made an attonement for the 
people,, and ſtood berweene the 
dead and the living, and the plague 
ceaſed. Now they that died of the 
plagne were foureteene thouſand 
and ſeven hundred, befides them 
that died abour the matter of Ko- 
rah: and Aarozs returned unto | 
Aofes tothe doore of the Taber | 
nacle, and the plague ſtayed. 
Num.r7, Andthe Lord commanded Mo 
ſes to ſpeake unto the children of 
: Iſrael, 
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Ifrael, ro bring twelve rods, for c- 
very Tribe one, and thereon to 
write their names,and to write Aa- 
r0ns name upon the rod of Levi; 
andto lay them vp in the Taver- 
nacle before the Teftimony : and 
the Lord faid, That the mans rod 
whom he ſhall chuſe, ſhall be the 
chiefe, and ſhall bloſlome, thereby 
ro make the children of Iſrael ceaſe 
from murmuring againſt Moſes and 
Aaron; and Moſes did as the Lord 
commanded, and every one of the 
Princes gave him a rod according 
to their farhers houſes, Aarons rod 
being amongſt them : and Moſes 
laid the rods before the Lord inthe 
Tabernacle of witnefle : and going 
on the morrow into the Taber- 
nacle., the rod of CAares for the 
houſe of Zevi was budded,brought 
torth buds bloomed, and yielded 
Almonds: and Moſes brought them 
torth,and they tooke every man his 
rod : but the Lord bade Moſes to 
vring back Aarers rod before the 


Teſtimony 
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Tcſtimony to be kept for a token 
1g4inkt rhe Rebels, and take away 
their marmurings left they die, 
and Mofes did {ſo as God comman- 
ded : and rhe children of lirael 
{pake unto Moſs, laying, Behold, 
we dye, we perith, we all periſh: 
Shall we be conſumed with dying? 

And the Lord commanded the 
Tribe of Lew to be joyned unto 
Aaroato miniſter unto him, and 
onely that _Aaroz and his ſonnes 
ſhould nunifter before the Taber- 
nacle of the witneſle, and that the 


Zevites ſhould keepe the charge of 


the Tabernacle, but they ſhould 
not come nigh the veſſels of the 
Sanctuary and the Altar leſt 44 
70z and they ſhould die: andthat 
no ſtranger ſhould come near them: 
and gave them many other Ordi- 
nances to obſerve. 

Then came the children of Iſrac) 
unto Zin, and abode in Kadeſh 
where Miriam died and was there 
buried : and in that place was no 

water, 
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ter, in ſo much as they gathered 
chemſelves rogerher againſt Moſes 
and Aaron, and the people did 
chide with Moſes, and wiſhed they 
had died with their brethren. 

Then Moſes and CAaron went 
from them unto the doore of the 
Tabernacle, and fell upon their 
faces : and the Lord bade Moſes and 
Aaron take the Rod and aflemble 
the people together, and ſpeake 
vnto the Rock before them, and ir 
ſhoald give forth water; and they 
gathered the congregation together 
betore the Rock, and Moſes {aid un- 
to them, Heare now ye Rebels, 
muſt we ferch you water out of this 
Rock ? | 

Then Moſes lift up his hand, and 
with his Rod he ſmote the Rock 
mm _— the water came Out a- 
undantly : and the congregation 
dranke, and their eats oe And 
the Lord ſpake unto Moſes and Aa- 
r0z , Becauſe ye beleeve me not to 
anCtifie me inthe eyes of the chil- 

H dren 
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dren of Iſrael ; therefore ye ſhalj 
ot bring this: congregation into 
che land which I have given them, 
- After this Moſes ſent meſſenger 
to Kadeih to the King of Edom, 
tetting him know of all their paſſy- 
geSin Egypt, and of the wonders 
thar God had done, deliring to 
paſſe through his Countrey onely 
ro-goc by the Kings high way, and 
pay for what they tooke : bur the 
King of. Edom retuſed it: where- 
fore [jrael turned another way, and 
came to mou Hor,where the Lord 
poke unto Moſes and Aaron fay- 
ing, Aaroz 1hall. be gathered to his 
people, tor he thall nor enter into 
the land which I have given unto 
the children of HHrael, becauſe ye 
rebciled againſt my word art the 
water of Meribah : take Aaron and 
bis ionne Elcazar and bring them 
up' unto mount Hor ; and Moſes 
broughtthem up, and as the 1 ord 
commanded, Moſes ſtripped 4aros 
of his garments and put.them upon 
Elcazal 
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Eleazar his ſonne, and Aaron died 
chere, in the rop of the mount, and 
Moſes and Eleazar came downe 
from thence, and when the congre- 
gation of Ifracl faw that Aaroy was 
dead, even all the houſe of Iirael 
mourned for him thirty dayes. 

And they journied from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red fea, and 
compaſſed rhe land of Edom, but 
they were much dilcouraged be- 
cauſe of rhe way, and the people 
ipake againſt God and Moſes, then 
the Lord ſent fiery ferpents a- 
mongſt the people,* who bir them, 
whereof many died, and then they 
confeſſed their finnes unto Moſes, 
and defired him to pray to the 
Lord for them ; the which he did. 

And the Lord commanded Mo- 
ſes ro make a fiery ſerpent, and fer 
ir upon a pole, that every one rhar 
1s bitten, when he looketh upon it 
ſhall live: and Moſes did according- 
ly makea brazen ſerpent ; and thi 
that were bitten when they beheld 
thved.

Balaam ro come to him, letting 
him know. how the children ot Ht- 
rael who came out or Egypt came 
neare him ; praying him to curte 

them. | 
And he bade the meflengers tent 
lodge there thar night, bur. God 
faid unto Balaam, Thou ſhalt not 
coe with them: neither curſe them 
for they are bleſled : and Balaam 
rold the meſſengers, Get ye home, 
for the Lord refuſerh to give me 
leave ro goe with you: and the 
Princes returned ro Balak, ſaying, 
Balaam refuſerh ro come with us : 
then Balak ſent Princes more ho- 
nourable then they with proffers 
unto Balaam of great preferments 
and honour unto him : but he an- 
Iwered, If Balak would give me his 
houſe full of filver and gold , hee 
H 3 could 


afraid: Balak the ſonne of Zippor 
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could not goe beyond the com- 
mand-ot God. to doe lefle or more: 
but deſired them to ſtay that night, 
that he might know the will of the 
Lord: and that night the Lord faid 
unto Balaam, If they call, goea- 
long with them, bur doe that which 
I ſhall fay unto thee. 
Then Balaam roſe up in the 
morning and fadled his Aﬀe, and 
went with the Princes of Moab: 
andthe Angel ofthe Lord ſtood in 
the way, and as he was riding with 
his two fervants,the Afle fecing the 
Angel of the Lord, with his ſword 
in his hand, he turned out of the 
way, ana Balaam ſmote her, it be- 
ing berweene two wals : rhe Aﬀe 
thruſt her ſelfe upon the wall,crufhe

muſt I not rake heed to ſpeakethat 
which the Lord hath pur into my | 
mouthz and after other burnt-offer- | 
ings at Zophim, his an{wer was to 
Balak, Behold, IT have received 
commandement to bleſle , and he 
hath bleſſed ,, and I cannot reverſe 
it ; he hath not beheld iniquiryin 
Facob , neither hath he ſeene per- 
verſeneſfle in Ifracl: the Lord his 
God is with him, and the ſhout ot 
a King iS among them: then Balak

anger was kindled againſt him: but 
Balaam prophefied, ſaying, I ſhall 
fee him, but not now: I ſhall be- 
hold him, but not nigh : There 


ſhall comea Star out of Facob, and 


2 Scepter ſhall riſe out of Iſracl,and 
{hall ſmire the corners of Moab, 
all the children of 
Seth : our of Facob ſhall come he 
that ſhall have dominion, &c. 

And Balaam roſe up and went 
and returned to his place, and Ba- 
lat alio went his way. 

And Iſrael abiding in Shitting 
the people beganne to commir 
whoredome with the daughters of 
Moab and bowed towards their 
gods; and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled againſt them. 

One of the children of Iſrael 
came and brought unto his bre- 
thren

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thren a Midianitiſh woman in the 
fight of Moſes and all the congre. 
cation of Iirael, who were Weeping 
before the doore of the tabernacle, 
and when Phinexs the ſonne of Ele. 
azar the ſonne of Aaron the Priecf 
fw it, he roſe from amoneſt the 
congregation, and tooke a Javelin 
in-his hand and went after the man 
of Iſrael into the tent, and thruſt 
both the man and the woman, Zim- 
7; and Cezbi,through; ſo the plague 
was ſtayed in Iſrael : and thoſe that 
dyed of the plague were twenty and 
foure thouſand. 

27. And «Moſes deſired of the Lord 
toſer a man over the congregation, 
ro goe in and out before them, that 
they may not be as ſhcep that have 
no ſhepherd ; and the Lord ſaid un- 
to Aoſes, Take thee Foſhuah the 
fonne of Nun, a man in whom is 
rhe Spirit, and lay thine hand upon 
him, and ſet him before Eleazar 
the Prieſt and before all the con- 

grepation, and give him a charge 

if 
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in their fight; and thou ſhalt put 
ſome of thine honour upon him, 
that all Iſracl may be obedient ;

After which the Lord ſpake unto 
CA ofes, lying, Get thee up into 
this mountain Abarim unto monnr 
Nebo which is inthe land of Mo- 
ab that is ovcr againfit Jericho, and 
behold, the land of Canaan which 
E give anto the children of Iſrael 
for a poſleflion, and dye in the 
mount whirther thou goeſt up, and 
be gathered unto thy people as Aa- 
70, thy brother died in motuntHor, 
and was gathered unto his prople: 
becauſe ye ireſpaſſed againſt me a- 
mong the children of Tfrael at the 
waters of Meribai Kadeſh in the 
wildernefle of Zin, becauſe ye fan- 
&ifhed me not in the midft of the 
children of Uracl ; yet thou ſhalt 


ſeethe land, bur thou ſhalt not goe 
 thirher: and after Mvſes had bleſſed 
thetwelve Tribes of Iſrael, he went 


up from the plaines of Moab unto

day : he was 120. ycares old when 
he died, his eye was not dim, nor 
his naturall force abated : and the 
children of Iſrael wept for Moſes in 
the plaines of Moab thirty dayes;

in Iſrael like unto Moſes whom the

laying, Allthar thou commandeſ 
us we will doe, and obey thee ag 
we have done Moſes - and whoſo- 
ever ſhall not obſerve thy com- 
mands ler him dye : onely be thou 
valiant. 

And Foſhua {ent out two men as 
Spies to view the land, and they 
came unto Jericho, and lodgedin 
the houſe of Rahab the harlot: 
which was told to the King of Je- 
richo : and he ſent unto Rahab to 
bring forth rhe men : bur ſhe hid 
them: and anſwered, they had been 
there, bur ſhe knew not who they 
Were. 

And inthe evening the King ſent 
out Scouts to purſue them: but 
Rahab had hid them in the top of | 
her houſe, and covered them with | 
the ſtalkes of flaxe: after the Scouts 
were gone out, ſhe came unto thc 
men, and faid unto them: I know

up the Arke and go before the peo- 
ple, the which rhey did, and the 
Lord ſaid vnto Foſhua this day will 
I begin to magnifie thee in the {1ght 
of Iirael, that they may know that 
as I was with Moſes, fo will I be 
with thee . Command the Preiſts 
that beare the Ark when they come 
to the brink of TIordanto ſtand ſtill ;

and the Arke ftayd in Jordan vntill 
the people were paſſed over and 
thatFofhua had commanded twelve 
ſtones 1n the river of Jordan where 
the Prieſts had ſer their feerto be 
placed : bur the children of Reuben 
and Gad and halfe the tribe of Ma- 
naſſeh paſſed over armed before rhe 
children of Iſrael unto the plaines 


of Jericho being abour 40000. and 
« when 
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-he Prieſts that bare the Ark of the 


Covenant were come out of Jor- 
dan.the water returned to his place: 
and thoſe ſtones which tt ey rooke 
out of Jordan did Foſhaa pitch in 
Gilgal tor a roken unto their chil- 
drens children that rhey came on 
dry land over Jordan as he did the 
red ſea : that all rhe carth might 
know the power of God and feare 
bim forever. 

And all the Kings of the Canaa- 
nites and the Amorites that dwelt 
thereabour,when they heard of rhis 
wonderfull worke were aſtoniſhed, 
and their hearts failed them : and 
the Lord commanded Foſhua to 


make tharpe knives ro circumciſe * 


the Iſraelites the ſecond time. rhe 
which he did performe ar the hill 
of foreſkins, now all the people 
that came firſt out of Fgipt were 
circumciſed : but they that were 
borne by the way as they came out 
of Ezipt them they had not circum- 
ciſed vntill now : and they con- 

tinued 
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tinued in the campe untill they 
were whole: and the children gf 
Iſrael encamped in Gilgal, and 
kept the Paſleover 1n the evening 
in the plaines of Jericho: and they 
dideate of the old corne of the land 
the morrow after the Paſſeoverun- 
leavened cakes and parched corne. 
and the Manna ceafed; bur they 
did eat of the fruit of the land of 
Canaan. 

And Foſhnua coming towards Je- 
richo, there ſtood a man over 4- 
-gainſt him with his ſword drawnc 
in his hand, and Foſhua went unto 
him and ſaid. Art thou for vs, or 
for our enemies, and he ſaid, Nay, 
but as a Captaine of the hoſte of 
the Lord am Inow come: and Fo- 

4a fell on his face to the earth,and 
did worſhip, ſaying unto him, 
Whar faith my Lord unto his ſer- 
vant: and the Captaine of the 
Lords hoſte ſaid unto Foſhua,Loole 
thy ſhooe from off thy foor, for the

ly: and Foſhaa did (0. 
Now Foſhua ſtraightly beſieged 
Jericho, {o that none could goe out 
or comein: and the Lord com- 
manded Foſhua with his army and 
7.Prieſts to bear before the Ark 7. 
trumpets of Rams hornes, and the 
ſeventh day to compaſle the city 7. 
times, and the Prieſts to blow the 
trumpets, and the people ro ſhout 
with a great ſhout: and Foſhua com- 
manded them 1o to doe, and they 
did accordingly : and the ſeventh 
day they roſe up early and compal- 
{ed the City ſeven times, and at the 
{eventh time when the Prieſts blew 
thetrumpet Foſhua commanded the 
people ro ſhour for the Lord hath 
2iven you the Cty : and it ſhall be 
accurſed, even it and all thar is 
therein : onely Rehab the harlot 
tball live, ſhe and all thar are with 
her, becauſe ſhe hid our meſſengers: 
but let all the gold and ſilver, and 
veſſels of brafle and iron be con- 


ſecrated 
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thing, even Achan one of the tribe 
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ſecrated to the Lord , they hal 
come into the treaſury ofthe Lord, 
So when the Prieſts ſounded the 
trumpets the people ſhouted, and 
the wals of Jericho fell flat downe 
and they tooke the City: and they 
utrerly deſtroyed the Ciry, and put 
them to the ſword man and wo- 
man, young and old, oxe, ſheepe, 
and afle , but Foſhua ſent the rwo 
ſpics unto Rahabs houſe, thoſe men 
whom ſhe had entertained: and 
they brought her ſafe forth ofher _ 
houſe with her father and mother, 
her brethren and all the had,and her 
kinred,and left them in ſafery with- 
out the Campe of Iſrael, and they 
burnt the City : and Rahab lived 
long after amoneſt the Iſraelites: | 
and Foſhua curſed the man that 7 
ſhould build Jericho againe: and 
Foſhua was famous throughout the 
land. 

- Bur the children of Iſrac! com- | 
mitted a treſpaſſe in the accurſed

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of Fudah, for which rhe anger of 
the Lord was kindled. 

And Foſhua ſent ſpies from Jc- 
richo to Ai, to view the Countrey, 
and they viewed Ai: and they re- 
turned ro Foſhea, and rold him,thar 
in Ai were but few people.

The men of Ai looking back and 
ſeeing their City on fire they were 
aſtoniſhed and diſheartened : and 
being ſcattered and in diforder,Fo- 
fhaa and his army fell upon them 
one way, and they that rooke A! 
iflued out another way, and fo cut 
them offevery man: and they took 
the King of Ai alive and brought 
him to Foſhua : and the Iſraclites 
returning to Ai pur all within 1t t0 


the ford ; ſo there fell that day of 
| men 
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men 2nd woraen twelve thouſand. 
And Joſhua burnt Ai downeto the 
ground; and the King of A1 he 
hanged upon a tree: and after the 
Sunne was down commanded to 
take him downe, and his carkaſle to 
be caſt at the entry of the gate of 
the Ciry, and raiſed thereon a great 
heape of ſtones. 

And Foſbua built an Altar unto 
the 1 ord God of Ifracl in mount 
Eball. as «2ofes had commanded, 
and there they offered facritice, and 
writ the Law of Moſes upon the 
ſtones: and there the Arke of the 
covenant being brought, all I[- 
rael and the Elders, Officers, and 
Judges ftood before it, and before 
the Prieſts and Levires that bare it: 
and the whole Law was read unto 
IAem. 

And when all the Kings on this Jeſh.9. 
tide Jordane heard of theſe things, 
they joyned together to fight with 
Foſhua - but the Gibeonites had 

L heard 
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heard what they had done to Je. 
richo and A1 ; they cunningly came 
unto Feſhva in poore habite and 
great humiliation unto the campe 
at Gilgal: and there made their 
peace with Foſhua and the Princes 
of the Congregation who {ware 
unto them. Bur after the Princes 
finding theyhad deceived them, for 
their oath ſake they would not de- 
ſtroy them : and Foſhua called them 
before him, and ſaid, Wherefore 
have you beguiled us, ſaying, you | 
dwelt a farre off when ye dwell a- 
mong us ? for this deceit ye ſhall 
be bondmen and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the houſc 
of my God: and they ſaid, Ir was 
told us that Moſes commanded we 
ſhould be wholly deſtroyed, there- / 
fore we were afraid and did this 
thing, and doe with us as thou | 
pleaieſt : and Foſhua ſaved their | 
lives, and made them hewers of | 
wood and drawers of water for the 

. _ congre-. 
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congregation, and for the altar of 
the Lord ; and ſo they did continue 
to doe. 

Now the King of Jeruſalem and Joſh. 10; 
the other Kings underſtanding that 
the Gibeonites had made peace 
with Iſrael; and Gibeon being a 
great City they feared greats 
therefore five Kings and all the 
ſtrength they could make came and 
encamped before Gibeon, they of 
the City having made their peace 
with Foſhua, ſent preſently for aid 
unto him: rhen preſently Foſhua 
marched with a mighty army from 
Gilgal roward Gibeon all night, 
and falling ſuddenly upon them 
gavethem a great defeate : and fly- 
ing betore Iſrael the Lord caſt great 
ſtones from heaven upon them, and 
kil'd more of themrhen the ſword, 
and the Sunne and Moone ſtood 
ſtillrhat day, uncill rhe people had 
deſtroyed their enemies : and Fo- 
ſhua and all Iſrael returned ro Gil- 
gal ; but the five Kings fled and

hid themin acave : afterwards Fo 
ſhua commanded they ſhould bee 


brought forth, then Foſhua called 


for all the men of Iſrael, and ſaid 


unto the Captaines, Come neare 
and put your feet upon the necks 
of theſe Kings,and they did ſo : and 
after Joſhua commanded them to 


be hanged upon five trees,and there 
they did hang untill the evening: | 


and being taken down, Foſhua com- 
manded they ſhould be caſt into

mouth : and Foſhua conquered all 


rhe Countrey and put them to the 


ſword: forthe Lord God of litael. 


fought for Iſrael : and Foſhaa re-

After this Fabiz King of Hazar, 


Fobab King of Madon, and all the 


Kings north of the mountaines, ga 


thered themſelves together and 


raiſed a marvellous great hoſt: and 
pitched themſelves rogether by the 
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waters of Mcrom to ftgat 7 1o:2inft 
Iirael : and Toſpna came Card all us 
people of war with him, and came 
{uddenly.upon them by the waters 
of Merom. and pur them to a very 
oreat ſlaughter, and chaſed them 
unto great Tidon and Mt zpeh, 

houghing their horſes, and burning 
their chariots : and F oſha returned 
and rook Hazor and kilF'd the King 
thereof, and did all things as the 
Lord commanded CH ofes his ſer- 
vant, fo did «Moſes command Fo- 


ſhaa, and ſo did Foſhaa. 


So Foſbua took the whole Jand 1, c;. 


according t9 all that the Lord ſaid 
unto Moſes - and Foſhna gave it 
for an inheritance unto Iſrael, -AE= 
cording to their diviſions by their 
tribes: and the land reſted from 
watre Chap. 18. And the whole con- 


 gregation of the children of Iſrael 
aſſembled together art Shiloh, and

Now after the land was con- 
quered, and every tribe ſertied in 
their ſeverall diviſions. 

oſbua called for the Reudenites, 
the Gadites, and the halte tribe of 
Manaſſeh, and commended them 
for their valour, and obedience to 
the Commandment of their 1. ord: 
and ſaid unto them, Now the Lo:d 
hath given reſt unto your brethren, 
returne you unto the land of your 
poſſeſſion which Mefes the ſervant 
of God gave you on the other ſide 


the commandements and the Law 
which Moſes gave you, and love rhe 
Lord your God and ſerve him with 
all your heart, and with all your 
foules ; ſo Foſhua bleſſed them and 
lent them away, and they departed 
trom the children of Iſracl out of 
Shiloh : 


Joſh. 22. 
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Shiloh: to gounto Gilead the land 
of their poſleſion formerly by the 


hand of Moſes, and when they came 


tothe borders of Jordan,there they 
built an altar by Jordan, and when 
the children of lirael heard thereof 
they gathered themſelves together 
at Shiloh to goe and warre againſt 
them, andrhey ſent unto them ?Phi- 
eas the lonne of Eleazar the Pricſ, 
and with him ten Princes of each 
tribe of Iſrael one,and coming unto 
the children of Renben,Gad and Ma- 
z#aſſeh unto Gilead, and ſaid unto 
them, Thus faith the congregation 
of the Lord : What treſpaſle is this 
rhar ye have commitred againſt the 
God of Iſrael, ro turne away from 
following the Lord in that ye have 
builr you an altar 2 Is the injquitic 
of Peor too little. for us, from 
which we are not cleanſed untill 
this day although there was 2 
plague in the congregation of the 
Lord ? ifthe Land you poſleſle be 
uncleane then come over tO Us 

where. 
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where the tabernacle, dwelleth and 
take poſſeſhons amoneſt us, but re- 
bell not againſt rhe 1 ord, nor re- 
bell againſt us in building you an 
altar beſide the Altar of the Lord 
our God. Did not Achan commit 
a ſinne in the accurſed thing, and 
wrath fel on all the congegation of 
Irael, and thar man periſhed not a- 
lone in his iniquutie * then the chil- 
dren of Reuben, Gad and Manai- 
{eh anſwered them : The Lord 
God of gods, The Lord God of 
gods.and Iſrael ſhall know that this 
is no rebellion in building this al- 
tar : being not intended to offer 
thereon burnt offerings, or meat 
ofterings, or peace offerings rhere- 
on; but onely our reaſon was to ſet 
up a monument for feare of the 
time to come, that your children 
might ſpeake to our children, What 
have you to do with the Lord God 
of Ifracl 2 becauſe the river Jordan 
hath divided us, and ſo your chil- 
dren make our children ceaſe from 

tearing 
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fearing the Lord : and therefore we 
raiſed that altar, not for burnt-of. 
ferings, bur that it may be a wit- 
neſle berweene us and you and our 
generations after us, that we may 
doe the ſervice of the Lord before 
him with our burnt offerings and 
with our ſacrifices, and with our 
peace offerings that your children 
may not {ay to our children intime 
to come, Ye have no part in the 
Lord, and therefore this altar we 
have made is a witnefle unto you 
and to your children hereafter. 
God forbid that we ſhould have 
any altar but that Altar of the Lord 
our God that is before the taber- 
nacle:and when Phineas the Prieſt, 
the Princes of the congregation, 
and the Elders of Iſrael heard this 
from them, Phineas ſaid unto them, 
This day we perceive that the Lord 
15s among us becauſe ye have not 
commitrred this nelbaſle againſt the 
Lord : and they returned unto the 


land of Canaan unto the children 
0 
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of Iſrael, and they all rejoyced and 
bleſſed God, and the children of 
Reuben, Gad and Manaſlch, called 
the altar Ed, as a witnefle betweene 
the 1.ord and them: and after that 
God gave reſt unto Iſrael from 
their enemies round about. 


And Foſhua waxen old,called for Joſh, 2 3. 


all Iſrael and for their Elders, for 
their heads, aud for rheir Judges, 
and told them of all things the 
Lord had done for them, and what 
the Lord would doe if they ſerved 
him : counſelling them to be vali- 
artand couragious, and to keepe 
the Law delivered by Aoſes, and 
not to turne neirher to the right 
hand nor to the left, nor to leane t9 
the gods of the heathens : nor rg 
iweare by them, or make ma- 
riages with them, if they did fo, 
that they would be ſnares and traps 
unto them and thorns in their eyes 
untill rhey periſhed from off rhe 
good land the Lord had given 


them. 
And 
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And he ſaid, I am going the 
way of all the earth, and you know 
nothing hath failed you thar the 
Lord promiſed you: bur it you 
rtranſgreſſe the Covenant of the 
Lord your God, and ſerve other 
gods and bow your ſelves to them, 
then ſhall the anger of the Lord be 
kindled againſt you, and ye ſhall 
periſh from the land. 

And Foſhua againe gathered all 
the tribes of Iſrael ro Shichem and 
called for all the Elders of Iſrael, 
and they preſented themſelves be- 
fore God, and Foſhua told them of 
all the good things that the Lord 
had done to the children of 1frael 
from Abraham, Iſaac, and Facob to 
that time. And the people ſaid, 
they would ſerve no other gods 
then the God that brought them 
and their fathers our the land of 
Egypt from the houſe of bondage, 
and which did thoſe great things in 
rheir fighr, and preſerved them in 


All their waies : and after much 
perſwa- 
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perſwaſions of Foſhua uno the peo- 
ple to ſerve the Lord: he madea 
covenant with rhem that day, and 
ſer them a Statute and an Ordi- 
nance in Shechem, 8 Foſhua wrote 
it in the book of the law of God, 
and rook a grear ſtone and ſer it up 
there under an oke that was by the 
Sanctuary of the Lord : ſo Foſhua 
let the people depart every man to 
his inheriracce, and after he depart- 
ed to his fathers, being one hun-

buried him in the border of his in- 
heritance in Timnah-Serah which

give thankes unto thee,and ſerve thee, 
in that thy tabernacle of $h:loh which 
is the heuſe of God. 

Lord, by thy mercy give me the be-

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FW fourteenth year of He- 
bY ekiah that Senacherib 
Fo King of Aſſyria, came 

into Judah and tooke 
all the ſtrong holds, and he fenr 
Rabſhakeh from Lachiſh to Jeruſa- 
lem unto HeFekiah with a great Ar- 
my : then came forth unto him 
trom the King, Eliakim and divers 
others: and Rabſhakeh ſaid unto 
them, Say yeunto Hezekiah, Thus 
ſaith the great King of Afſyria, 
What confidence-is this whereift 
rhou truſteſt 2 and ſpake other great 
words, and blaſphemed againſt the 
M 4 God 


22225 T came to paſſe in the Ik.35. 
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168 The Hiſtory of Hezekiah. 
God of Iſrael, and demandins 
pledges for his Maſter the King of 
Aflyria. 

Then ſaid Eliakim unto him, ] 
pray thee ipeake unto thy ſervants 
in the Syrian tongue for we under- 
ſtand ir, and ſpeake not to us inthe 
Jewes language in the cares of the 
people that are upon the wall. 

But Rabſbakeh aid, Hath my Ma- 
ſer ſent me to thy Maſter andto 
thee to ſpeake thele words © Hath 
not he ſent me unto the men that fir 
upon the wall, rhat they may cate 
their owne dung, and drinke their 
owne pile with you 2 and he ſpake 
this witha loud voice in the Jewes 
Janguace : and ſaid more , Thus 
faith the King of Aſlyria, Letnot 
Hezekiah deceive you, for he ſhall 
not be able to deliver you : neither 
let him make you truſt inthe Lord, 
or think he can deliver you, hearken 
not to the King ; but come you out 
with a preſent and make your a- 
greement, that ye may eate under 

your 
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your owne vines, and drink in your 
owne ciſterns : but the people held 
their peace anſwering him not a 
word ; for ſo the King commanded 
them : then came Eliakim and the 
reſt that were ſent out, to Hezekiah 
with their clothes rent, and told 
himthe words of Rabſhakeh - when 
the King heard it he rent his 
clothes, and pur on ſackcloth, and 
went into the houſe of the Lord ; 
and he ſent Eliakim and the Elders 
of the Prieſts covered with ſack- 
cloth unto 1faiah the Prophet rhe 
ſonne of Amos. 

And they told him of the bla- 
(phemy and threatening of Rabſha- 
keh : and the Propher anſwered 
them, Thus ſhall you ſay unto your 
Maſter: Thus faith the Lord, Be 
not afraid of the words wherewith 
Rabſhakeh hath blaſphemed me : 
Behold, I will ſend a blaſt upon 
him, and he ſhall heare a rumovr 
and returne to his owne land, and 
there he ſhall fall by the ſword: and 
the 
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the King of Afyria being gone 
from Lachiſh ro fight with the 
King of Erhiopia: he ſent meſſen- 
gers to Hezekiah to ſay unto him, 
Let not thy God in whom thou 
rruſteſt deceive thee, ſaying, Jeru- 
falem ſhall nor be given into the 
hand ofthe King of Afſyria, as well 
as other lands : and HeJekiah re- 
ceived the Letter from the hand of 
rhe meſſengers , and after he had 
read it, he went into the houſe of 
the Lord and ſpread it before the 
Lord,and prayed unto him, ſaying, 
O Lord of hoſts God of [ſrael that 
dwelleſt betweene the Cherubins, 
thou art the God,even thou alone, 
of all rhe kingdoms of the earth: 
thou haſt made heaven and earth : 
encline thine care, O Lord, and 
heare; open thine eyes, O Lord, 
and ſee, and heare all the words of 
Senacherib which hath ſent to re- 
proach the living God. Now there- 
fore, O Lord, our God, fave us 


trom his hand, that all the king- 
domes

domes of the earth may know that 
thou artthe Lord, eventhou onely. 

Then Iſaiah the fonne of Ames 
ſent unto HeZekiah, ſaying, Where- 
as ke had prayed unto the Lord a- 
gainſt Sexacherib, the Lord would 
teare him, and put a hooke in 
his noſe, and a bridle in his lips and 
rurne him backe by the way he 
came, and that he ſhould not come 
into the city of Jeruſalem,nor ſhoot 
An arrow there, nor caſt a banke or 
rrench againſt it ; but would defend 
and preſerve the city for his owne 
ſake, and for his ſervant Davids 
ſake: and the Angel of the Lord 
went forth and ſmote inthe Camp 
of the Aſſyrians one hundred foure 
ſcore and five thouſand : ſo Sexa- 
cherib King of Afſyria departed and 
returned and dwelt at Niniveh: 
and after it came to paſſe as he was 
worſhipping in the houſe of Nif- 
roch his god, that Adramelech and

And in thoſe dayes was Heze- 
kiah King of Iſrael fick unto the 
death, and Tſaiah the Prophet came 
unto him. and ſaid, Thus ſaith the 
Lord, Set thine hovſe in order for 
thou ſhalr die:then Hezekiah turned 
his face towards the wall 8& prayed 
unto the Lord, Saying, Remember 
now, O Lord, I doe beſeech thee, 
how I have walked before thee in 
truth and with a perfect heart: and 
he wept exceedingly : then came 


"the word cf the Lord to 7/aiah, ſay- 


ing, Goe,and ſay to Nees Fes 
faith the I ord, the God of David 
thy father, I have heard thy prayer, 
and have ſcene thy teares, Behold, 
I will adde unto thy dayes fifreenc 
yeares, and I will deliverthee and 
this city out of the hand of the 
King of Afyria. 

And this ſhall be a ſigne unto 
thee from the Lord, I will bring a- 


gaine the ſhadow of the degrees 
which 
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which is gone downe inthe Sunne- 
dyall of Aha ren degrees back- 
ward: and Heekiah praiſed the 
Lord for his mercy, ſaying, The 
Lord was ready to ſave me, there- 
fore will I fing my ſong ro the 
ſtringed inſtruments all the daies of 
my lifc in the houſe of the Lord : 
and Iſaiah gave order to apply unto 
him a lump of figs, and lay itasa 
plaſter upon his boyle , which did 
heale him. 

About that time Mecrodach Bala- xg,.,g. 
dan the ſonne of Baladaz King of 
Babylon ſent a letter and preſents 
unto Hezekiah hearing he had becn 
ficke: and the King was glad of 
their coming,and entertained them 
with creat courtefie, and ſhewed 
them all his precious things ; the 
filver, gold, ſpices, and the pre- 
cious ointments ; his armour, and 
all that could beſeene in his houſe, 
or his dominions. 

Then came 1ſaiah the Propher 
unto King HeFekjah and ſaid unto 
him, 


—— 
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him , What ſaid theſe men, and 
from whence came they 2? and He- 
Fekiah (aid, They came even from 
Babylon: tFen ſaid he, Whar have 
they (cnc in thine houſe 2 and He- 
zebiah anſwered, I have ſhewed 
them all in my trexſures, and no- 
thing have TI hid from them: then 
ſaid Iſaiah unto him, Heare the 
word of the Lord of hoſts, Behold, 
the dayes will come thar all rhar is 
within thine houſe, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in ftore un- 
till rhis day ſhall be carried to Ba- 
bylon, nothing ſhall be letr, fairh 
the Lord : and of thy fonnes which 
ſhall iſſue from thee ſhall they rake 
away, and they ſhall be Eunuches 
in the palace of the King of Baby- 
lon. And according to this pro- 
pheſie, many yeares atfrer it came 
to paſle. 

eremiah living at that time 
when Nebuchadpezar came to be- 
fiege Jeruſalem, he rold them what 


would befall:: bur the Princes were 
_ wroth

wroth with him and put him in pri- 
ſon: after he had beene there many 
dayes Zedekiah the King ſent and 
rooke him our, and the King ask- 
ed him ſecretly, Is there any word 
from the Lord * and Feremah faid, 
There 15: for thou ſh:lr be deliver- 
ed into the hand of the King of Ba- 
bylon, therefore heare me, O my 
lord the king, let my ſute come un- 
trothee, that I may not returne to 
priſon where I was, leſt I dye there: 
then the King commanded he 
ſhould be committed into another 
priſon, and that he ſhould have gt- 
ven him daily a piece of bread our 
of the Bakers ſtreet, whiles the 
bread laſted : but ſtill che Prophet 
perſiſted, and rold them, Thus ſaith 
the Lord, This city ſhall ſurely be 
given intothe hand of the King of 
Babylons army: therefore the Prin- 
ces were incended againſt him, and 
_ faid unto the King, We beſcech. 
| thee, lerrhis man be putro death, 
torthus heweakeneth the hands uh 
che

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the men of warre and all the people 
in this ciry in Ipeaking thus unto 
them. 

Aad the King ſaid, He 1s in your 
hands, doe with him what you 
pleaſe: and they tooke Feremiajh 
and caſt him in a dungeon, and 
they let him downe by a rope, and 
in the dungeon was no water but 
myre that he ſunke in: and ſome 
men complained of this cruelty 
done to Feremiah unto the King, 
who commanded thirty men to 
goe and take up Jeremiah our of the 
dungeon: and they rooke old rags 
and caſt them downe into the dun- 
geon, the which Feremiah pur un- 
der his arme pits, and ſo they drew 
him up: and Zedekiah the King 
ſent for Feremiah and faid unto 
him, I will aske thee a thing, hide 
nothing from me : and Feremiah 
ſaid unto the King, It I declare it 
unto thee, wilt thou not put meto 
death 2 and if I giverthee counſell 
wilt thou hearken ro mee: ſorthe

thee to death, nor give thee in-

Then he ſaid unto the king, thus Jer-38.

city ſhall not be burnt with fire, 
and thou and thy houſe ſhall live.

when 1t was told unto the city, 
they all cryed out, and the man 
came to E1;, telling him hee came 
out of the Army; then ſaid El, 
what 1s done there my ſonne ? the 
meſſenger an{wered , Iſrael is fled 
before the Philiſtines , and there 
hath been a grear ſlaughter; thy 
two ſonnes Hophni and Phineas are 
dead, andthe Ark of God is taken;

Ark of God, he fell backward from 
his ſcar by the fide of the gare, and 
brake his neck and died, he was 
then 98 yeares old andblind, and 
heavy of body, and he had judged 
Iſrael forty yeares; and his daugh- 
terin law the wife of Phineas being 
with child, and near her time, hea- 
ring the Ark of God was taken, fell 
into travaile, and being delivered 
of a ſonne a little before her dearh,

Oo herewith, 
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herewith, bur ſhe did not regard 
it; but ſhe named the child Fehabod 
{aying, the glory is departed from 
Iſrael, for the Ark of God is ta- 
ken. 

And the Philiftines rook the 
Ark of God and brought it ro Afh- 
ded, and ({ctit inthe houſe of Dager, 
and iet it by Dagoy, and when they

the Philiſtines 7 months, and they 
called their Pricſts and Divines 
rogether , to conelude how they 
ſhould ſend the Ark away, and 
they ſaid, ſend it not empty, bur in 
any wiſe return unto the God of 
Iſrael atreſpaſle offering , then yee 
ſhall be healed; then ſaid they what 
ſhall dethe treſpaſle offering w® we 
ſhall return to him? they anſwered, 
five goldenEmrods,and five golden 
mice, according tothe number of 
the Philiſtine Lords, for one plague 
was on you all, and on your Lords, 
and you ſhall make Images of your 
Emrods, and Images of the mice 
that hurt the land, and give glory 
unto the God of Iſrael . to take his 
hand off you, your Gods and your 
land, and doe not you harden your 
hearts, as the Agyptians and Pha- 
raoh hardened their hearts when he 
wrought wonderfully among them 
did they nor ler the people goe, and 
they 
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they departed? Nowtherefore make 
a new cart, and take two milch 
kine , on which there hath come 20 
yoke, tye the kine to the cart, 
and bring the calves home from 
them.ard take the Ark of the Lord 
and lay it uponthe cart, and putrhe 
jewels of gold which ye return for 
a treſpaſle offering in a coffer, and 
tye, by the fide thereof, and fend it 
away; and ſee if it goe by the way

aſide; 8 the Lords of the Philiſtines 
went after them; and they of Beth- 
ſhemeſh were reaping their whear, 
and ſecing the Ark they rejoyced 
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to ſec it, and the cart came into the 
field of Foſbuah, a Bethſhemire, 
and ſtood there where there was a 
great ſtone , and they clave the 
wood ofthe cart, and offered the 
kine a burnt offering unto the Lord, 
and the Levites took downe the 
Ark of the Lord, and the coffer, 
with the Jewels, and put them on a 
great ſtone, and the men of Beth- 
ſhemeſh offered burnt offerings,and 
ſacrificed the ſame day unto the 
Lord. | 

And when the Lords of the Phi- 
liſtines had ſcenthoſe things , they 
returned to Ekron, and the ſtone 
whereon they ſet the Ark, is called 
the great ſtone of Abell which is in

facrificed Oxenand fatlings to the 
Lord,and David danced before the 
Lord, and was girded with a lin- 


nen Ephod; and ſo it was _—_ 
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by Daviaand all the hoſte of If rael, 
with ſhoutings, and with the ſound 
of Trumper,into the city of David; 
but 2zehall, Sauls daughter, loo- 
kedthrough a window, and ſceing 
king David leaping and dancing 
before the Ark , ſhee deſpiſed 
him, and they brought the Ark 
of the Lord , and ſer in the ta- 
bernacle that David had made for 
it, and then David offered burnt of- 
ferings and peace offerings ro the 
L ord, and bleſſed the people in the 
name ofthe Lord of hoſts ; and he 
gavero every man and woman of 
all Iſrael , bread, fleſh, and wines 
and fo they departed every one to 
their houſe. 

And David returning to bleſle 
his houſe, Michall the daughter of 
Saul came out to meet him, 8 ſaid, 
how glorious was the king of Iſrael 
this day, who uncovered himſelf in 
the eys of the hand-maids of his ſer- 
vants , as one of the vain fellowes, 
ſhameleſly uncovereth himſelf: and

8 O1nipotent God give un- 
Y tome thy ſervant a vene- 
rable regard unto thine 
ordinances , and to wor- 
ſhip thee as 1 ought to do, 
and not to encline tio an unreverent ſer- 
ving of thee, and ſelfe-conceit, but let 
Feale paſſeſſe my ſoule , and humble de- 
votion dwell in my heart : deliver me 
0 Lord from the danger of theſe bad 
and evill times , for thine altars are 
prophaned, and thy worſhip in thy holy 
places are wholy neglected,and the glo- 
ry ſeems to be departed out of this our 
Iſrael; let me look back O Lord to the 
times of old, how thy ſervants the 
children of Iſrael did worſhip to- 
wards thy holy temple, and the Ark of 
thy holy Covenant, placed between the 
Cherubins, and how thou waſt pleaſed 


therewith, 
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therewith, what bleſsings O Lord from 
time to time did goe along with this 
Ark of thy Covenant and what paniſh- 
ments did fall upon them that did pro- 

hane it? 0 Lord give me humbleneſſe 
of heart to deſire an humble knowledee

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venerably to worſhip towards it with 


lowlineſſe of heart , keep thy ſervant 
O Lord from the dangerous diſeaſe of 
theſe times , let me not be wiſein my 
own conceit, nor buſie, and opinionated 
of my own TIndgement , to diſturb 
Church and State, and to ſeare my own 
conſcience, but give me grace to be 
humble and meck: and as the children 
of Tſracl did ovey Moles by keeping 
without the limits of mount Sinai, and 
ruſt not touch the border of it whiles 
the law was delivered; fo keep me, 0 
Lord,farre from preſumption,that nei- 
ther eye nor hand out-compaſſe them- 
ſelves to my deſtruction ;, and this was 
by a moſt ſtrict charge from thee 0 
God, and that only Moſes and Aaron 
ſhould come before thee uponthe mount, 
with great puniſhments threatned unto 
the breater of this command.

Sinai, and let me not O Lord follow the

the rules which thou haſt commanded, 
preſuming to ſtep before them whom 
thou haſt appointed to be their guides, 
to break with pride of ſpirit within the 

borders of mount Sinat, contrary to thy 

commands, good Lord let me leave my 

Indzcm:at in points of faith , to the 

Prieſts that thou haſt appointed to come 

into the inaer Temple of thy holi- 

neſſe, where they doe receive the holy 

oracles of truth from thee to deliver 

unto us , that doe humbly wait in the 

place and ſtate which thou haſt ordai- 
ned. For this boundleſſe and unruly 

pride, and groundleſſe ſelfe-conceit, as

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"therefore O Lord fromthis ſo'dange- 
Tous arock, and let me not follow my 
own will and fancie, and keep thy ſer- 
want from raſh and heady reſolutions, 
and not be too confident of my own opi- 
nion, for what aw 10 Lord, tobuild a 
Church to my own weak 1mazination, 
torend my ſelfe from the Elders and 
Conereeation of Iſrael, to go a gadding 
after my own 11Ventions , ana to fall 
into the traps of innovatrons , and the 
private opinions of theſe bad and dan- 

erous times, the Seminaries and ſeed- 
plots of ſedition and tumults, the ruine 
of Church and Common-wealth, of aff 
order, government, charity , and bro- 
therly love.

For 0 Lord, the Church, the Ark of

- Bythu 0 Lord, let thy ſervant to ſee 
that there was alwayes a knowne and 
certain way of worſhip , and a viſible 
Charch to thy children of Iſrael, even 
in the middle of the red Sea, and For- 
dan of danger and drowning , bein 
purſued by the Egypt of this world, 
and ſtill from tinse to time , this people 
of thine, and in thy Church,there were 
guides and governoars for them to fol- 
low , to preſerve them from by-paths, 
and in the right rule of thy a
